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REPORT. 



TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW-YORK. 

The Trustees of the State Library 
Respectfully Report : 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the year 
1857 was five thousand five hundred and forty-two ; of which, 
three thousand four hundred and forty-eight were acquired by 
purchase, and two thousand and ninety-four by donations and 
exchange. An enumeration of the latter is hereto annexed. 

Included in the purchases, and with the sanction of the Joint 
Library Committee of the Senate and Assembly, was a biblio- 
graphical collection of eleven hundred and twenty-six volumes; 
the gathering of which had occupied many years of diligent re- 
search by Mr. Joel Munsell of Albany, well known as a practical 
printer and an indefatigable antiquarian and collector. These 
works, with those of a similar character before in the Library, 
constitute a collection in Bibliography scarcely excelled in rich- 
ness and variety by any in the country. A catalogue of the col- 
lection is herewith submitted. 

The labor during the last year attending the completion of the 
general catalogue of the library recently published, and the other 
duties of the officers of the Library, have been such that they 
have not been able to prepare a list of the residue of the books 
purchased in proper form for this report. The omission will be 
supplied in the next annual report of the Trustees. 

Annexed hereto will be found a detailed account of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the Trustees for the fiscal year ending 
the thirtieth of September last. 
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Under arrangements made by the Chairman of the Library 
Committee when recently in Europe, a system of exchange has 
been established with most of the learned societies in Great Bri- 
tain; and a large number of volumes of the transactions and 
journals of the following institutions have already been received, 
viz : 

The Royal Society of London ; 

The Society of Antiquaries of London ; 

The Geological Society of London ; 

The Statistical Society of London ; 

The Royal Society of Edinburgh. 

From the Royal Court and State Library at Munich, contribu- 
tions have reached us, which render nearly complete our set of 
the publications of the Bavarian Academy of Sciences. This series 
comprises in all one hundred and eighty-three volumes md one 
hundred and twenty pamphlets, and is of conceded vqlue and 
interest to persons engaged in sciejitiJB.c pursuits. 

The Parliament of Canada has liberally responded to proposals 
for an exchange of laws, documents and judicial r^portp. We 
have received during the past year a large number of volumes of 
the statutes, parliamentary papers and law reports of both pro- 
vinces. These are of more than ordinary interest, aa they bring 
us to a more intimate knowledge of a neighboring people, with 
whom we are connected by commerce, language and treaty. 

From the distant Government of Victoria in Australia, acts, 
ordinances and journals from 1851 to 1855, numbering thirteen 
volumes folio, have been received. 

A recent special examination of the Law and State-paper 
Department of the Library has shown that there are many de- 
ficiencies in the statute laws and legislative documents of the 
other States of the Union. The diflBiculty of supplying these will 
be appreciated, when it is stated that we have scarcely a duplicate 
set of the statutes of this State; and after many years of effort to 
complete it, the library copy of our own legislative journals is yet 
slightly imperfect. The Librarian several months since addressed 
letters to the Governors of most of the States, calling their at- 
tention to the deficiencies above referred to. Many favorable an- 
swers have been received, with large and valuable contributions 
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from several of the States, which are acknowledged in the list of 
donations. Others have been received since the commencement of 
the present year, which will be mentioned in the next annual 
report./ 

We have continued to receive valuable works from several of 
the Governments of Europe, through the system of international 
exchange conducted at Paris for many years with great zeal by 
M. Vattemare. 

In the last report it was stated that a copy of the magnificent 
work on Patents, in course of publication by the Government of 
Great Britain, had been presented to this State. The series ex- 
tending from 1852 to 1856 has been received : it embraces one 
hundred and seventy-four folio volumes of plates, and the same 
number of imperial octavo volumes of specifications and indices. 

It will be recollected that the work was presented in sheets. 
The arrangement and backing of the plates required great expe- 
rience and care; and these, as well as the letter-press, have been 
substantially bound under the liberal appropriation made by the 
last Legislature. The first series of the work, being that preceding 
the year 1852, has yet to be provided for. A part of this will 
probably reach the Library during the present year. It is not 
contemplated, however, to bind the whole of these as soon as 
received, but to arrange them temporarily as may be found most 
desirable for convenient reference. 

The magnitude and value of the work, as fer as received, fully 
equal the expectations entertained in regard to it. It is a vast 
record of human thought and labor, and a monument to the 
civilization and wealth of the nation, the ingenuity and skill of 
whose citizens it illustrates. It cannot fail to be of great value to 
those who are studying improvements in arts and machinery, both 
in presenting to their view what has already been done, and in 
saving the unnecessary expenditures which ignorance of the 
labors of others often induces. 

The Trustees only perform an act of justice in expressing their 

warmest obligations for this gift, to the Commissioners who so 

liberally presented it, and to Mr. Woodcroft, the Conmiissioner 

of the Great Seal Patent OflSice, under whose very able and judi-

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cious superintendence the work has been published in a manner 
highly creditable to the Commissioner and the wise liberality of 
the British Government. 

The Trustees suggest to the Legislature the propriety of ap- 
plying to Congress for the passage of a law, which shall require ' 
of authors who obtain a copyright of their works, to deposit a 
copy in the State Library of the State in which the Clerk's oflBlce 
is situated in which such copyright was entered; or if there be 
no State Library, in such public institution as the Legislature of 
the State may direct. This would be a benefit to authors, by 
bringing their works to public notice; and to literature, by ren- 
dering such works accessible to students. 

The Library now numbers nearly 50,000 volumes, and is be- 
lieved to be the largest State Library in the Union. Its present 
ratio of increase, continued for a few years, will fill the library 
building to its utmost capacity. However soon this may prove k) 
be the case, we have no doubt that the Legislature of this great 
State will provide ample room for the accumulating treasures of 
human thought and action.

It is probable that some of these books may be mislaid, and a 
search will be instituted to ascertain if it is the case. The Com- 
mittee will perceive that only one Report (a small volume by 
Bidgeway) is missing. The Reports in daily use by the lawyers for 
reference, are on the shelves. These passing daily into the courts at 
the Capitol, on the system of noting them on the book as they are 
taken and checking them when returned, have been preserved. 
It is only among the small elementary works that the deficiencies 
exist, confined, with the exception of Greenleaf s Evidence (1st 
vol, 2d edition; 1st vol. 5th edition), to one volume each, half 
of which are 12°. 

It is respectfully suggested that wire cases be placed in the 
Law Department of the Library, like those in the upper Depart- 
ment. The elementary works are not in frequent use by lawyers 
for reference ; and of the Reports, those of our own State are 
principally used : the latter might be left open. When the Library 
was in the Capitol, an unbroken surface of books was presented, 
so that taking books from the room without leave was difficult. In 
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the new Library, divided as it is into alcoves, it is impossible 
for the eye to dwell upon the books constantly. 

In the Statute Law and State Paper Department of the room, 
are works rare and of great value, presenting great temptations. 
The reference to these is not of such frequent occurrence that 
wire cases would prove of much inconvenience. 

What inconvenience, at all events, that would exist to have the 
cases placed in the Law room, would fall upon the Librarian, and 
that he is perfectly willing to meet.
